those who served in the late war with 
Spain.

The river and harbor bill being 


again taken up, Mr. Warren (rep., 
Wyo.) spoke,in favor of the amend- 
ment for the erection of dams in the 
northwestern states. While Mr. War- 
ren was .speaking :to almost empty 
seats, Mr. Mantle (rep;, Mont.) made 
the point of no quorum, and when 
sixty-two senators—more than a quo- 
rum—responded to the roll call, he 
moved that the bill be recommitted to 


-sessions. The senate at 9:45 p. m. took 
•a recess until ten thirty. The house ad- 
journed a few minutes later to the same 
.hour. .All annual appropriation bills 
are safe and there will be no extra ses- 
sion.

speeches were made in both houses and 
lor a;time it was feared that there would 
be a deadlock on the appropriation 
bills.

After a few visits he generally 
managed to get money or jewelry from 
his victims. , The woman as a rule pre 
ferred to suffer the loss rather than en- 
dure the publicity attached to a prose- 
cution. It was for this reason that 
Punsheon 'escaped1 detection for a long 
time.

FOR A XEW ARMY. 


War Department Going Over Provision!* 


4. 
of Reorganization 1)111. 


Washington, March 4.—The officers 


of ' the adjutant-general's department 
•are busily engaged 
going- over the 


army reorganization bill,'with a view 
to carrying its provisions into effect in 
the shortest possible time. 


With the assistance of officers 'of the 


judge-advocate-general's 
department 


they are endeavoring to construe the 
language of the measure, which in 
some instances is' not specific and is 
likely to cause complications. 


It has been practically decided to 


construe in its broadest' sense the pro- 
vision for the enlistment of 35,000'vol- 
unteers. This provision was inserted 
to permit the executive to utilize the 
services of natives of Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines as soldiers for duty 
in their own islands. . 


The sentiment of the war depart 


ment is opposed to organizing regi 
ments composed entirely of natives 
and it appears to be practically settle1 
that there will be none such in the new 
establishment. The present idea is tc 
enlist a number of natives, but to as 
sign them to regiments composed, prin 
cipally of white men. enlisted in. th 
United States.
